self elsewhere. Bill signed for 1924, 
but there was an understanding that 
he could do as he liked about a big 
league job if one should offer. ; 

A Religious Man. 

Bill Donovan was religious, conscien- 
tious, and trusting. His character was 
something like Hans Wagners. Hard 
individuals melted and became friendly 
under the influence of Wild Bill’s per- 
sonality. 

Wild Bill began playing professional 


baseball with Hartford of the Eastern 


league, and in the middle dos went 
from there to the Washington club of 
what was then the National league, a 
circuit of twelve cities. 

Later he landed with the Dodgers 
of Brooklyn, and when the American 
league became a major loop Bill 
jumped to the Detroit Tigers, where he 
remained from 1902 to 1913. He was 
in the three world series campaigns of 
the Tigers under Hughie Jennings and 
there again his luck wasn’t what it 
might have been.“ 

dust His Lack. 

For “Wild Bill” Donovan would 
have earned dollars in 1923 as a world 
series pitcher of his old ability for 
every quarter he received in 1907, 1908, 
1909. He was a great pitcher before 
big money became fashionable, and 
was all through by the time the large 
rewards came around. 

Wild Bill was almost certain to have 
landed a good job in the majors this 
year. But he got on the wrong train, 
which was just his luck.

President John Heydler of the Na- 
tional league, President William Baker 
of the Philadelphia Nationals, and Cul- 
len Cain, former Philadelphia sports 
writers, passengers on the section of 
the “ Century ” wrecked early Sunday 
morning near Erie, arrived here yes- 
terday noon.

Weiss Seriously Hurt. 

Donovan was traveling with George 
Weiss, president of the New Haven, 
Conn., club, of which Donovan was 
manager. Weiss was seriousl¢ injured, 
but. is expected to recover. He is in a 
hospital in Erie. Weiss was sitting 
with Donovan when the wreck oc- 


curred, 

When Donovan's fate guided him 
aboard the train for the Chicago base- 
ball meeting, a kindlier fate took care 
of Col. Jacob Ruppert and Ed Barrow, 
owner and business manager, Tespec- 
tively, of the New York Yankees, Don- 
ovan's old team. Ruppert and Barrow 
left New Tork on the Sunday noon 
train for Chicago, twelve hours after 
Bill had met his death.
